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The country demands a labor reform 
bill, and, by and large, it wants a strong 
labor bill. Not only that, but they want 
it this year. With elections coming up 
next year there is no hope of getting any 
reform legislation then. : 

To be ae reform bill, any legislation 
must do three things: 

First. It must prohibit secondary boy- 
cotts, where a union refuses to install a 
dour or a piece of equipment simply be- 
cause it was not manufactured by union 
labor. 

Second. It: must prohibit blackmail 
picketing, where a union boss walks into 
a place of business and serves notice that 
since his employees are not organized 
the union will picket hia shop or his 
plant or his store until his employees are 
organized. 

Third. It must give final adjudication 
of Federal and State jurisdiction, clear- 
ing up the “no man’s land” that present- 
ly exists when NLRB refuses te take 
jurisdiction. 

In addition, the bill must provide for 
the reporting of union finances and for 
regular and full reporting of union wel- 
fare funds that the membership may
